HEN we read of the terrible happenings 
In the present war we begin to wonder 
how far civilized man differs In his essen- 


tial nature from early msji in MS most savage 
etate. Though man's moral nature has doubtless 
undergone development elnce primitive times, he 
ntlll retains, evidently, much of the wild beast 
within him. We are apt to forget how very much 
the individual Is, both Intellectually and morally, 
the product of his environment 
What would the 


modern civilized man be, intellectually considered, 
were he not, as regards his knowledge, the heir ot 
all ages? A child of today brought up under the 
lame conditions as paleolithic man would proba- 
bly achieve no more In the intellectual sphere than 
did he. Thus It Is too readily forgotten that a 
man's intellectual powers remain merely poten- 
tial In the absence of the conditions needful to 
call them forth. This explains how it was that 
during the long paleolithic age man made little 
or no advance in Icnowledge, while daring the last 
century he has more inventions to his credit than 
during his whole previous career. 


Applying the same principle to man's moral 


nature, it is more clearly understood how greatly 
that also Its influenced by his upbringing. Whlla 
the Innate moral leanings of civilized man are 
doubtless superior to those of the savage, yet it 
can hardly be denied—no great is me iniiutinct) at 
nurture—that an average European or American 
brought up among savages would take quite natu- 
rally to their most revolting customs, and, on the 
other hand, that an average "savage" reared in 
a civilized community would make a very respect- 
able and peace-loving citizen. 


Man, like the tiger, has two strongly contrast- 


ed dispositions—the combative destructive, and 
the tender altruistic—and each of these dlsposl- 


• tions is, within due limits, an essential attribute 
of the normal man. 


"From the biological standpoint," says Dr. 


Harry Campbell, an English specialist In nervous 
diseases In s. contribution to the London Lancet, 
"the combative instinct is to be regarded as a nor- 
mal mental attribute, not as a quality to be con- 
demned offhand as something which the world 
would be all the better without. That it has ex.- 
isted for a useful purpose is shown by its univer- 
sality among all but the lowest animal organisms 
and by the fact that special weapons of offence 
and defence in the shape of horns, tusks, claws 
and the like have evolved to give effect to it, 


"The primary object of this instinct Is to en- 


able an animal to get the better of a rival by di- 
rect encounter. The emotion attaching to it is 
anger—the most violent, be It noticed, of all the 
emotions. This emotion, unless controlled, causes 
the combatant to assume a ferocious aspect—to 
ehow the teeth, erect the hairs, and to utter ter- 
rifying sounds, all with the object of cowing the 
opponent—while at the same time it has the effect 
of liberating the flood of muscular energy needful 
lor the ferocity, of onslaught which makes for 
•uccess. • 


"The untamed man, when enraged, assumes In 


very truth the aspect of the tiger; he puts himself 
in a threatening attitude, frowns, glares, rolls his 
eyes, grinds his teeth, snarls, growls, or even 
roars—thus Instinctively seeking to strike terror 
Into his opponent. The raising of the voice in 
anger Is manifestly akin to the roar of the angry 
carnivora- Darwin has pointed out the connection 
between the human sneer and the snarl of the 
angry dog, and I have myself seen a refined wom- 
an In a transport of spite 
lift her upper 


lip and show her teeth in a manner ab- 
surdly like an enraged beast But nothing 


shows more clearly the essential identity of 
fighting Instinct in man and the lower animate 
than the way in which a child, soon after It can 
toddle, will rush at the object of Its passion and 
proceed to bite and scratch, i. e., to use teeth and 
claws, as any of the carnlvora might. It would be 
Interesting to know how far the grimacing habit 
of children is related to the combative instinct 
A child protrudes its tongue and contorts Its feat- 
ures in order, It would seem, to express dislike 
and defiance. 


"The primary object of anger, rooted as It Is 


in the fighting instinct, Is to prompt to combat. 
This is its natural goal." 


Dr. Campbell lists the following two Important 


factors as having favored the evolution of the 
combative instinct: The reproductive instinct and 
the. struggle for food. 


"Among polygamous species the males fight 


furiously for the possession of the female," says 
Dr. Campbell. "To aid them in these encounters 


Why WOOL Costs MORE 
T 


Bti accompanying diagram shows that the 
production of wool In the United States Is 
slowly diminishing, while the amount of it 


used is rapidly growing. It is, therefore, inevitable 
that cloUimg saouiu us clearer. 
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aggravated by the fact that the production of wool 
Is decreasing in most other parts of the world, 
where the large areas that formerly supported 
flocks of sheep are being ploughed under. 


In some of the older states of the Union, much 


of the pasture land has deteriorated until it has 
become almost worthless, producing little but 
weeds. A small flock o£ sheep will fatten on the 
weeds, and bluegrass will follow in their footsteps. 
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Chart Shows How Consumption of Wool 


Has Outstripped Its Production. 


Even a dozen sheep, properly handled and moved 
to fresh land every year or two, will be a valuable 
asset on a farm. 


In America and other great sheep countries, 


says the Journal of Heredity, the favorite breeds 
have always been the fine wool breeds, such 
as the Merino. 
These were bred primarily for 


wool, and mutton was a side issue. They could 
be handled profitably only in large flocks on. 
great tracks of cheap land. Such range land Is dis- 
appearing all over the world now, and tnu fine- 
wool sheep is diminishing in numbers as a result 
The future of sheep breeding in the United States 
seems to lie In the dual purpose breeds, particu- 
larly In the Down breeds evolved in England. 


. they are provided with special weapons which (as 
In the case of the horns of the stag) may only 
attain full development, and only remain fully 
serviceable, at the breeding season. At this time, 
too, animals otherwise dssile, may become tiausw- 
ously aggressive. In the cast, of the female, also, 
the combative instinct is employed in the service 
of the reproductive function. A cat in charge'of 
her kittens will, when danger threatens them, be 
roused from the tender maternal mood to sudden 
fury in their defence. Here we see the most op- 
posed of all emotional states—love and anger— 
alike calle^ forth at the bidding of the reproduc- 
tive Instinct 


"The combative Instinct is helpful in the food 


struggle. How close is the relation of the one to 
the other is shown by the effect of hunger: the 
hungry beast is wont to be savage, and the hungry 
men is proverbially apt to display, in an attenu- 
ated form no doubt, some of the ferocity of the 
hungry beast; after a good meal he subsides into 
an amiable, pliant mood. Even animals usually 
gentle scramble and fight among themselves for 
food, but it is among the carnivora especially that 
the food struggle has developed the spirit of com- 
bativeness, and It Is, as we sh?.!! SDO. -largely on 
account of his carnivorous propensities that man 
has grown to be the terrible fighter which in point 
of fact he is. 
"The fact that carnivorism makes for ferocity 


and develops the fighting instinct has this interest 


that man Is himself carnivorous. Indeed, in the 


matter of slaughter he leaves* all other animals 
far behind. He is the arch-slaughterer. Since the 
time the pre-human ape took to hunting he and 
his human descendants have wrought ruthless 
havoc among the lower animals, and at the pres- 


ent day man not only hunts them, but breeds 
them for the express purpose of destroying 
them, chiefly for food, partly for amusement. 
Many a person of gentle nature would be 
amazed and horrified were, he at the en* of a 
long life to see en masse the hetacombs of 
living things done to death on his behoof. 


"Thus came about that man acquired his slaugh- 


tering propensities. 
The fact that It was the 


search after animal food which caused our ape- 
ancestor to abandon the forest, suggests that ho 
already had a feixm Jeai ot fight in i'.n, "S 7'cll ?.s 
enterprise, when he entered upon his hunting 
career and came to compete with the carnivora 
for animal food. The period which elapsed be- 
tween the abandonment ot an arboreal life and the 
attainment of human-hood, -say, when tribal life 
was fully established, was one in which the evolv- 
ing man steadily increased in skill as a hunter 
and in which his combativeness underwent steady 
evolution, for success in the hunt demanded not 
only skill and cunning, but courage and the com- 
bative instinct 


"The man who has no kind of fight In him, who 


is prepared to take any affront lying down, who 
is incapable of being stirred to righteous anger, 
is but half a man, and one wholly devoid of altru- 
istic feeling is equally abnormal. I say that each 
of these dispositions is needful within due limits. 
The qualification is necessary, for either may be 
developed to a harmful degree. 
The combative 


element may be developed to the point of destruc- 
tive criminality; the tender,altruistic feelings may 
acquire such Intensity as to render life intolerable. 
Taking any average Individual, whether he shall 
he an outlaw or a deaent, law-abiding citizen, will 
depend entirely upon which of the two sides of his 
nature shall be nurtured. Nevertheless, and in 
spite of all this, the most careful upbringing is 
powerless to change man's normal nature to its 
very depth, to eradicate all potentiality toward 
the primitive savage. Often the effect of educai 
tion is but to cover with a thin veneer of moral

Why SALT WATER Is FOUND Far INLAND 
S 


ALT water has been found in a large propor- 
tion of the wells sunk to depths below 1000 
feet hundreds of miles from an ocean. Accord- 


Ing to a report Issued by the United States Geo- 
logical Survey, the presence of a body of salt water 
BO far Inland and under ground is due to the fact 
that it Is generally contained in some bed of un- 
usually porous rock, and is nothing less than the 
remains of a prehistoric ocean entombed among 
the strata. 
In some of these wells the flow of salt water la 


said to be so strong that the driller thinks he must 
have struck the Gulf of Mexico or some other Im- 
mense body of salt water. The supply is so great 
that only a pump of enormous capacity can keep 
the well empty. 
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rock? Has rainwater soaked far down in the earth 
and found some bed of rock-salt which Is dissolved 
and thereby became salty; or had the salt water 
some source far within the earth from whicB. it has 
arisen toward the surface; or la it the water ol 
some ancient ocean that filled the pores of sand 
and mud of its bed, which in ages gone by became 
buried under nand and mud that gradually accumu- 
lated on the ocean bottom? 


The shells of sea animals found in limestones 


and other hard rocks at the heart of the continent 
show clearly that the ocean, In some one or several 
remote ages, covered a large part of the country, 
and it appears extremely probable that the salt 
water found in the deep wells is really fossil sea- 
water entombed in the sands and muds of former 
eons and now brought to the surface by the drill, 
which in innumerable places in this and other 
countries is being sunk to depths of two, three and 


four thousand feet, and even down to depths of 
nearly 7600 feet, a depth reached by » very deep 
well which, is attll being drilled at a place a little 
west of Pittsburgh. 


This salt water seems to be tottnd especial- 


ly in oil-field* but ft has been struck by the 
drill at many other places, as, for example, 
near Leavenworth, Kan., -where great quantities 
of salt water ar« found *t various depth* below 
the surface.

ffiRENCH FEVER assaults the fighting man la 


I two ways. In one, there is a fever which lasts 


from a few days to a. week and in the other 


there is a series of relapses alternated between 
times with absence of fever. 


In both, the attack; begins suddenly with head- 


aches, dizziness, pains, constipation and a fever 
of 103 deg. There is & vast difference, however, 
between this set of symptoms and those which 
you may think you have out of the trenches. 


There Is seldom any sore throat, running ot 


the nose or any cough. Nor are there any serious 
complications or any debility of serious conse- 
quence. There is no rash as in Liberty measles; 
no Joint pains as in arthritic fever, nor any spiro- 
chaetes In the blood as in relapsing fever. 


A drop of blood must be examined under tha 


microscope to make certain that trench fever is 
not true malaria, influenza, "colds," relapsing 
fever or one of the intestinal infections. 


The treatment 
of trench fever is directed 


toward the relief of the discomfort and pain. 
Skilled army surgeons do not fool themselves or 
their patients into the belief that the salicylata 
cf soda and antlpyrene used to combat the fever, 
sleeplessness and soreness has any influence on 
ttie germs or the disease itself. 


Trench fever Is thought to be transmitted by 


the louse. From a week to three weeks after In- 
fected Insects bite, trench fever develops. The 
Infectious nature of trench fever is easily proved. 


The Kansas JACK RABBIT as a FOOD PRODUCT 
U 


NCLE SAM Is going to help you solve the 
problems of your meatless days so that you 
can help him save meat and grain for the 


men "over there" by advising you to eat jack 
rabbits. Mr. K. C. Beck of Hi.itchinson. Kan., who • 
has shipped thousands of pouuds of jack rabbits to 
eastern markets, has been in communication with 
the Biological Survey Bureau at Washington for 
the purpose of determining the government's atti- 
tude on the jack rabbit as a food product, 


i£r. Bec'k says that he sold to the commissary 


department at San Frane.'sco in the eariy part of 
December, 1917, 180,000 pounds of jack rabbits to 
be used as food for the soldiers, for which he re- 
ceived 14 cents a pound, f. o. b., San Francisco. 


Hr. Beck says that he also sold a large quan- 


tity to the officers' reserve camp at Fort Sheridan, 
Illinois, and that he has letter* from government 


officials informing him that the rabbits were fine. 


"Jack rabbits," explained Mr. Beck, "are found 


In the western part of the state of Kansas, all 
over Colorado, New Mexico, the northern part of 
Texas, a1.! over Oklahoma, Nebraska, the Dakot&s, 
Minnesota, Wyoming, la fact, the entire Central 
West. 


"Ordinarily, they are caught and killed by 


shooting. They are then assembled by produce 
and pgg buyers and forwarded to Hutchinson with 
the pelts on. 


"The average jack rabbit weighs between 5% 


and 6 pounds, undressed. When we get through 
with him he weighs about 3% pounds, dressed. 


"Jnrk rabbils IH-e on alfalfa, corn, wheat, oats, 


carrots, turnips, cabbage, lettuce, greens of every 
kind, apples and the bark of trees. They ruin lots 
ot trees. In a hundred acres of corn they will 


clean up a whole acre. They are very prolific, 
producing from three to four litters in a season, 
each Jitter numbering eight baby jack rabbits. 


"We figure about 50 jack rabbits to the quar- 


ter section, or 160 acres. This means that in Kan- 
sas alone we have millions of jack rabbits that do 
millions of dollars' worth of damage. 


"They never take to a hole. They live above 


ground. They scratch a hollow in the earth next 
to a bunch of grass so that they can squat in it 
ready to jump. They never run; they start oft 
leaping. Nothing can go any faster than a jack 
rabbit except a bullet. Now and then a greyhound 
can catch one, but It takes some greyhound to do It 


"The average rabbit can outrun a greyhound 


five to three. Any animal that can go five feet 
while its pursuer goes three feet cannot be caught 
This is why Jack rabbits can beat greyhounds ex- 
cept when their feet •lip."

Levels of Transit More

Says Gen. Goethals—

1IGHT times every five minutes during the 


morning and evening rush hours 1700 New

completion of the worlfl'i greatest mechanical 
achievement 


"The engineering features of the Panama 


canal, pure and.simple, are not so difficult or in- 


of New York," says Qen. Goethala. But a direct 
comparisoa is hardly fair to either work, for they 
more nearly resemble the work oi blacksmith and 
dentlat. 


In building the canal * vaat amount of material 


was handled, everything was done on a big scale. 
In constructing the subway problems of another 
sort were faced, problems that entailed a tre- 
mendous life and property loss. "The canal didn't 
make the hair change color or bend the shoul- 
ders," explained a subway engineer. "Their 'fam- 
ily affairs' made little difference to any but them- 
selves. But an 'affair' with us would have caused . 
a thousand deaths and catapulted New York's 
financial or amusement section Into a hundred- 
foot hole. That is the big difference. We simply 
could not have accidents." 


The World's Greatest City System. 


As the contracts now under way, known as the 


dnal system, are completed, there will be G20.D 
miles of subways and elevated railway tracks in 
New York. 
Manhattan island will resemble a 


ribbed sponge. It is the greatest municipal rail- 
road system in the world. The cost, borne by two 
companies and the city, Is $350,000,000. 


The present facilities will be trebled, giving 


the new system a yearly carrying capacity of 
3,000,000,000 passengers. How badly the new lines 
are needed the present subway shows: Originally 
designed to carry 400,000 passengers a day, jt is 
now carrying 1,600,000 a day, and the traveling 
habit is growing rapidly among New Yorkers. 


Owing to the location of the city and its five 


boroughs the rapid transit requirements are diffi- 
cult to satisfy. The business district, the goal of 
all transit lines, is composed of the part of -Man- 
hattan Island south of Fifty-ninth street; the 
northern part of this district is the locale of 
hotels, theatres and stores, while the southern 
part is the site of financial institutions, office 
buildings, municipal offices, freight terminals ana 
warehouses. Travel is toward this distript morn- 
ings and away from it evenings. 


Wonders of Tunneling. 


From one end to tne other engineers have tun- 


neled in four places. They have performed work 
of almost equal size and difficulty under congested 
sections of Brooklyn, Williamsburg, East New 
York, the Bronx and Staten Island and connec- 
tions' have been made by building eight new river 
tunnels. 


Every known kind of subway and river tunnel 


construction and kinds heretofore unknown were 
resorted to. Miles of treacherous dirt and sand 
and scaly rock were "gone through." Records for 
air pressure and size of shields have been set 
In 


places the volume of material removed has com- 
pared, yard for yard, with some of the Panama 
canal'cuts. Hundreds of tons of rock were taken

out with the "powder monkey's manicure," the 
plug and feather system, where blasting was dan- 
gerous. Instantly to be replaced by steel work. 


The present subway system was tunneled un- 


der and Into; walls, roof and floor were removed 
in places, making the structure an underground 
elevated and not once was service Interrupted. 
Some of the busiest streets In the world were "put 
on stilts." Great office buildings had their founda- 
tions removed and new ones built under them. 
Elevated and street car tracks were "jacked up, 
while holes a hundred feet deep were dug be- 
neath. Thousands of service pipes, sewers, gas 
and water mains, mail tubes and electric conduits, 
were re-built or by-passed. 


Under Forty-second street a cavernous under- 


world six stories deep, the greatest transfer point 
on earth, was created. All was done without in- 
terruption of elevated, surface and sub-surface 
traffic, without injury to the public, with practl- 
ly none to property and with a minimum of ac- 
cidents. Engineers never risked such loss of life 
and property. Compared to these features and 
conditions met with In all parts of the work, the 
canal becomes almost insignificant 


Young Engmeen to the Fore. 


Young engineers aw unprecedented work with 


barely time to count the costs should a mistake 
In calculations be made. One chap of 34 had en- 
tire charge of the river tunnel work, a $26,000,000 
job; another, younger, guided $28,000,000 worth of 
land work from 28 shafts. The problems In geol- 
ogy, 
mechanics and human engineering they 


solved are beyond description. No one man on 
the job could appreciate the size of the whole. 


The largest concrete arches ever constructed 


without steel frames, the largest girders ever used 
in subway construction, -*ke longest platform in 
the world and the biggest hole ever dug under a 
street are all at Forty-second street 
Larger 


caissons than supposed practical were sunk deep- 
er than thought safe with air pressures never 
equaled. 


Great sections of tunnels were built ready for 


tracks and floated miles to position and then sunk 
Into place. A double-decked draw bridge was built 
and floated to permanent moorings. 
The mas- 


sive retaining wall about the city was broken Into 
and given new foundations. Nowhere have men 
been brought into contact under such pressure 
and with so many new types of structural work. 


It is doubtful if another such program will 


ever be undertaken; conditions warranting it will 
hardly arise. The only way to grasp the bigness 
and delicacy of the work of building New York's 
subways is to spend weeks going over the sys- 


tem. The big features merely hint of the little, 
everyday emergencies and unexpected situations 
—the things that kept the engineers awake nighu 
and turned their hair white. 
The strain under 


which many of the problems were worked out, 
and the danger under which they were carried 
out have no equal. The building and "keeping 
happy" cf the organization which made the build- 
Ing possible, the consideration that had to be given 
to the men and the human engineering, would do 
credit to the keenest business executive. -

Shortly the Skyscrapers.

At the bottom of a caisson, or an open cut 
or in a dozen other situations, the safety of tho 
workers and the work was often in the balance.

The job is thoroughly American. German tun- 


nels, the greatest heretofore, are completely dis- 
tanced.

gineers who completed the most constructive work 
in the world are now on their way to Europe to 
<3o their share in war's destructive work. 


New Yorkers are the last to realize how mar- 


velous is this feat, but. as a s^nd-hos confided to 
the writer, "If they knew the chances we had 
taken with tbeir safety, their buildings and their 
pet subways—with all the things dear to the New 
Yorker—they would 'take the air' in an 'earbuster,' 
stagger along a concrete 'cradle,' get under a 'cut- 
ting'edge' and be blown through the face." Tat 
sandhog's "we" expresses the spirit of the entire 
organization, whose work of building the subways 
Is the greatest engineering job in the world.

Belief That Rolph Won't Run 


The impression is now crystallizing that Mayor 


Rolph will not come out as a candidate for the guber- 
natorial nomination.

Railroad Soliciting 


The order that was expected to immediately follow 


the assumption of railroad control by the government, 
suspending the organized efforts that all large com- 
panies made to get business, has now been promul- 
gated.

In and about San Francisco the Southern 
Pacific Company has a force approximataing 155 men 
that may be affected. Just exactly where the line will 
be drawn will not be determined till intimate particu- 
lars are received and digested. 
Committees of rail-

doing business. 
Considering that railroad receipts 


have already fallen below corresponding seasons of 
other years, the withdrawal of solicitors and drum- 
mers of business presages a greater falling off, not- 
whiista--ing such a plethora of business that there is 
a continual congestion of the lines.

Gavin McNab in the Cabinet? 


A new explanation of Gavin McXab's journey to 


Washington is made. It is that he is to be taken into 
the cabinet. The correspondent does not venture to 
jjurniise liow this is iu cuine about, but the idea is 
not illogical, considering rumors of discord in the 
President's official family. There are signs of a lack 
of harmony that may result in an upheaval at any 
time. It is rather unexpectedly stated that Secretary 
Daniels is regarded as one of the ablest members of 
the cabinet, not in immediate presidential 
circles 


alone, but by more impartial judges. His greatest 
handicap is the ridicule that he is under and has been 
under because of his edicts as to drinking aboard ship 
and his touchine^ as to personal animadversions by 
jokers in tho senioo. The President is not easy to get 
audience with.

Texas and another from Texas via Missouri were rep- 
resented as doing their bit to make it uncomfortable 
lor the Californiau. 
This correspondent 
confirms 


this statement, and volunteers the reason that Lane 
outclasses the average member of the President's of- 
ficial family in brains and popularity. 
It is repre- 


sented that Secretary Lansing and the President are 
not on the intimate terms that the premier of a na- 
tional administration and the principal of it should 
be. 
It is surmised that the President would sum- 


mon a new Secretary of State but he realizes that this 
is not a good time to swap horses, and that Lansing 
is strong with the people. If there was not a move t& 
'•send" Secretary Baker to the firing line, his absence 
has been improved to do things in the War Depart- 
ment that were difficult, or that might not get done 
at all, with him here. T. R.'s health is represented to 
bo fully restored, and himself as chfipp/'ng the bit over 
the way things are going. The correspondent reports 
a recent interview, during which the ex-President 
paced up and down like a caged lion, accompanying 
his unsparing denunciation of the way things are 
going by dental and other manifestations that indi- 
cated his deep feeling. 
Civil Service at the City Hall 


The McGranaghan case excites a great deal of inter- 


est at the City Hall. The Municipal Civil Service 
Association of San Francisco has interested iteslf, but 
the prospects are not too brilliant that it will make a 
point. McGranaghan was a clerk in County Clerk 
Mulcrevy's office. The unofficial story is that the 
county clerk desired that two certain deputies should 
take an examination for two vacancies higher up, thus 
showing them favors, and intmated that none other,?

should "butt in." McGrauaghan disregarded the hunch. 
He was suspended for "insubordination"' and later dis- 
missed. The matter was then taken before the Civil 
Service Commission, which has had one hearing. 
Eleven witnesses were examined, ten of which testified 
that no restraint had been put upon them as to civil 
service examinations by the county clerk. These were 
all deputy clerks; but one witness, a oooKkeeyei- Iu 
the Board of Works, testified to having had a conver- 
sation with one of the ten. to the effect that word was 
covertly passed out that no other than the two depu- 
ties were to take the examination. There will be fur- 
ther hearings, but City Hall employees, though they 
are entirely familiar with the conditions, are not san- 
guine that civil service wall triumph.' 
County Council on Defense 


When Judge Graham, by virtue of his position as 


presiding judge of the Superior Court, wag put upon 
the County Council of Defense a smile went around 
the City Hall. It was surmised that he was at last 
assigned a job where his suave methods, would not 
have play, and which would become irksome. It did 
not seem that the Council of Defense afforded oppor- 
tunity for glad-handing or for jollying in any very 
large way. The Council of Defense was regarded as a 
perfunctory body whose duties were vague and whose 
performances were not likely to make a showing. But 
Graham went at the duties with great earnestness. 
He assumed his fatherly and advisory attitude to ail 
concerned. Every draft contingent he speeded on its 
way. Every patriotic effort he became interested in 
and furthered. He made the council a good doal move 
than a perfunctory body. He kept things patriotically 
stirred up. So that when the position automatically 
wont to Judge Mogan on the first of February be- 
cause of Mogan's election to the presiding judgeship, 
it was found to entail much work and calculation if 
it is to be kept up to the standard that Graham has 
established The latter found very congenial work in 
a responsibility that most others may find irksome. 
Mennwhile, the derisive smile has faded--away from 
the City Hall. 
A New Principle in Law 


The case of 0. 0. Rosewater vs. E. T. Earl has not 


been exploited here, for the reason, probably, that it 
is a Los Angeles matter and a quarrel between a 
newspaper publisher and his former employee. Yet it 
is of interest, for one reason because of the political 
figure the defendant has cut, and, for another, be- 
cause of a principle that is set up by the magistrate 
before whom the trial took place. Earl entered into a 
contract with Rosewater by which he was to assume 
tho business management of the Earl papers. The con- 
tract was terminable by cither party upon sixty days' 
rot ice. Karl disregarded this pro\ ision and uis- 
i!u>rc;ed R<vsovntPr summarily. Tho latter brought 
suit for damages. His complaint recited a lot of things 
that wore not strictly necessary in setting forth his 
case, having to do raflior with the particulars of the 
r.arl newspaper enterprises, and purporting to show 
ihat they woro iniprosporous and that representations 
rorardiiicr 1hom. made to induce nil^'-tHmr biiMnp •<. 
woro untrue. Tho jmlae hold that "when the plaintiff 
amended his complaint he elected to proceed w i t h his 


case more for the purposes of publicity than for the 
recovery of damages," and instructed the jury to bring 
in a verdict for the defendant. The amended com- 
plaint certainly was good stuff for other papers, but 
even so, it would seem to be a new principle of law 
that a feature of a legal paper iu a suit at law should 
vitiate the terms of a contract so that they would not 
stand in court. 
Government Intervention 


Facilities for getting to the Union Iron Works are 


so inadequate that the Federal government found it 
necessaray to take account of it. 
Government work 


was hoing rotnHpd. 
In fojjspnuoncp Morns Bloom- 


field was.sent over to see what could be done. The 
trouble resulted from the deadlock between the muni- 
cipal administration and the United Railroads. These 
iorces have locked horns on every street railway prop- 
osition that has come up. 
For the transportation of 


the several thousand men employed at the Union 
Iron Works there is one car line, which is relieved in 
part by transfer to another whose capacity is cur- 
tailed by its grades. 
Every night the scramble to get 


aboard amounts to a riot, and policemen have to be 
on hand to preserve the peace. A piece of track a 
mile long through Army street would provide another 
and more direct route, and relieve the congestion im- 
mensely. 
Left to themselves the city government 


and the United Railroads would not have been likely 
to work out a solution; btit with the 
government 


agent presiding over the discussions they quickly came 
to an agreement, the United Railroads to build the 
stretch of road and enter into a transfer arrangement) 
the city's line in effect to come down to the industrial 
center and greatly profit by an increased volume of 
business. 
Incidentally it is wondered if this does not 


indicate a relaxation of the mayoral attitude as to 
street railway matters. 
It has been generally con- 


sidered that many refusals to get together with the 
United Railroads have resulted.from the implacability 
of the untitled advisor of the Mayor. 
It is known 


that Matt Sullivan "has it in" for the United Rail- 
roads, and that heretofore proposals to do joint 
things have not gained consideration at the city hall. 
This has been notably illustrated in the refusal to ef- 
fect a compromise as to the Market street lines. City 
Engineer O'Shaughnessy has aJways been inclined to 
compromise with the opposition lines, and now that 
the Federal government has shown the way it may be 
that such policy will be more generally followed. 
Spring Valley's Disaster 


'""" The collapse of a dam project of the Spring Vall&y 
Water Company, involving a loss reported in the 
millions and delaying a most important improvement 
for a year, was interesting news to a great majority 
of the inhabitants of this peninsula. Considering that 
tne city is engageu in tue gigauuc uuutifiakiiig ux 
bringing a supply from Hetch Hetchy, it was not gen- 
erally understood that the Spring Valley Company, 
which must expect to be put out of business when the 
greater project shall have been completed, was en- 
gaged in such extensive work to increase its supply. 
There is evidently a faith in those who control Spring 
Valley that ultimately the system will be takeji 
over by the municipal project. Or else there is a 
prospect that the present supply will run short be- 
fore the greater project shall have been completed. 
The Hetch Hetchy project, by the wayj will soon be 
laboring in heavy financial going, as the bonds are 
not salable and are not likely to be till finances nor- 
malize "after the war. 
A Disquisition on Spruce 


A lumberman gives me some information which he 


thinks explains why airplane construction is so far 
behind, notwithstanding that upwards of ?SOO,000,0()0 
have been appropriated and largely expended In 
equipping this arm-of the" national defense. The frame 
work of airships is made of spruce. This is obtained 
largely from the forests v-r th« Pacific Coast. The 
specifications that were .sent out from Washington 
called for twenty-foot lengths. Now, eighteen-foot 
lengths are the longest required, but four, eight and 
twelve-foot lengths are required in greater quantity. 
Trees will produce about 9 per cent of the greater 
lengths, but ten times as much of the shorter lengths. 
Instead of requiring them primarily, the longer 
lengths are cut up into the shorter. The production 
of airship lumber under such circumstances is much 
slower and more expensive than it would be if the 
lumbering proceeded in the more practical way. The 
lumberman assumes that if all the other details of 
airplane production have been managed as the spruce 
detail has been, the delay is natural enough.

We have heard so much of the Ger- 


man Kultur, of that philosophy of 
might that most of us believe we have 
its premises in mind. 
In a way we 


know that the ideas of Nietzsche and 
of Treitschko .and, perhaps-strangely, 
of Darwin, has been implanted with 
deliberation 
in 
the 
German 
mind. 


Kultur assumes that the fittest must 
survive and defines fltnes in terms 
of might. 
Now, if Germany should 


win the war It will have proved that, 
In this, It is right. 
Even so, it re- 


mains doubtful if .such a victorious na- 
tion, founded on a phlosophy which 
predicates the conquering of others 
and which has for Its structure a mil- 
itary machine which demands exer- 
cise, could survive. Crllo holds that 
Germany victorious in this war would

Bell Melted Down 


For tho last time the great bell of 


Cologne, Cathedra), called the Maria. 
Gloriosa, was rung on New Yc.xi-'.s eve. 
According lo tin; special Amsterdam 
correspondent of the London Times, 
the people were deeply moved us they 
listened to tho lat-L 
mile*. 
A 
few 


hours later Its destruction was begun. 
The metal of tho boll which weighed 
many tons, will now be employed for 
war purpoweH. 
This bell hung In tho 


Bou.lhc.rii tower and was first rung on 


tho birthday of William I., March 22, 
3877. 
It was cast from French guns 


captured In 1870-71. 


The Glorlosa bell at Cologne Cathe- 


dral was a bad big 
bell, 
however, 


writes W. W, Stunner. It was cast In 
1874 from the metal of French guna 
captured In 
J 870-71, as stated, and 


weighed twenty-flva ami a half tons. 
The efforts of twenty-eight men wore 
required to ring it—a feat not credit- 
able t<> the engineering skill employed 
in Its suspension. 


"The note was reputed to be D flat

powers- And the allies' superiority In 
in these -will be seen after a careful 
study of figures that have been com- 
piled from the »tandard statistical 
authorities. 
It is an elementary fact that coal 


and ircn are not only the bails of all 
industries in times of peace, but also 
of supreme importance in time of 
war. 


.Germany's economic Strength has 


permitted her to wage four years o£ 
exhausting war and will perhaps per- 
mit her to continue the war as many 
jears longer. 
Yet the combined in- 


dustrial output of America and Great 
Britain Is sufficient to outweigh this 
strength of the Central powers and 
to restore and rebuild tho industries 
of France and Belgium when

THE NEXT STAGE OP BATTLE. 


At the end of eighteen days of the German offen- 


aLm the Huns are held safely everywhere along the 
line. General Foch of France, the generalissimo of 
the Allied forces, in a formal statement to the war 
correspondents yesterday, said: 


"The German offensive has been completely 


checked; the future will give us the full meas- 
ure of the victory which we have already at- 
tained." 
That victory at present consists of the defeat of 


the kaiser's object in launching his offensive—to 
break through the Allied front and separate the 
British and French armies, and in the appalling 
losses that have been Inflicted on the attackers. 
These have been from two and a half to three times 
greater than the Josses of the Allies. 


Another phase of the victory Is so far potential, 


but nevertheless it is important. The enemy has 
been led into a noose, the point of which is now 
before Amiens, with one side starting at Lens and 
the other in the Rheims-La Fere salient. The con- 
formation of this noose is as the Allies planned 1t

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jOiQ German commanders. 


The full fruits of the victory "will be reaped when 


the sides of this noose are drawn in and the point 
"rolled back. The counter offensive by»which this 
may be performed has been expected for several 
days and General Foch apparently had them in 
mind when he spoke of the future with so much 
confidence. 


The coming week may bring the most crucial 


period in the great battle that has extended over 
a ninety mile front since March 18th, when the 
German artillery barrage opened. 
It ought to 


mark the passing of the aggressive from Von Hia- 
dentierg to the Allied forces. Should this prove the 
case the defeat of the German drive would be posi- 
tive as well as negative. 


Should the enemy be thrown back to Ms original 


position and beyond, the fruitlessness of his heavy 
losses would be a serious 'blow at the morale both 
of his army and the German people. Besides, it 
would give security to France and justify and sus- 
tain the confident spirit of the Allies everywhere. 


In view of these considerations, it seems likely 


that General Foch will launch the counter blowa 
•in increasing number and strength as soon as pos- 
sible. The purpose of Hindenberg has been defi- 
nitely known long enough to allow for the massing 
of reserves at the tactical points, and the enemy 
has been permitted to advance as far as possible 
•wiiJboui: seriously cLVocnting the Allied I'nes. 


When the Allied aggressive starts American sol- 


diers will have a part in it. They will not turn the 
tide of battle, and perhaps will not, on account of 
their relatively small number, significantly add to 
the results; but they \vill be in the front ranks nt 
some sectors doincr the best thev can.

THE TVAR FINANCE CORPORATION. 


The United States War Finance 
Corporation 


awaits only upon the organizing talents of tbe Sec- 
retary of the Trea&urv to become a fact. President 
Wilson yesterday approved the act of Congress 
authorizing the new \enture and it is now a law. 


Under the terms of this act SoOO.000,000 is appro- 


priated as the capital for such financing operations 
AS the Treasury Department may undertake, and 
authority is granted for Ihe issuance of $3.000,- 
000,000 in bonds or negotiable pledges of credit. 
With this large resource the qjovernment will under- 
take to aid essential war industries and to control 
private -efforts at financing to a lar^e extent All 
financial operations of magnitude will now be 
licensed and regulated by the government. 


In effect authority has been granted the govern- 


ment to increase the indebtedness of the country 
by three billion dollars through thp operations of 
the war finance corporation. When (he half billion 
dollars of government subscribed capital has been 
used in iftaking advances to banks and industrial 
concerns, the corporation is empowered to issue 
three billion dollars of interest-bearing notes run- 
ning from one to five years. These notes will be 
•Hgible for discount at the Federal Reserve banks.

FLAGS AND SHIPS. 


Eaising of the flag of the United States Ship- 


ping Board over the plants of the country having 
contracts to build merchant ships to win the war 
with is a wholly appropriate ceremony. The ship- 
building flag should be a reminder to the operators 
of thetmore than 150 plants over which it was 
hoisted that the nation needs ships and needs them 
quickly. It ought to be an additional inspiration 
to the tens of thousands of workmen to see 'he 
flag flying from the plant masts and know that 
every ship produced to take the flag out upon the 
ocean will mean progress toward victory. 


But should not the federal shipbuilding corpora- 


tion and the government as a whole also feel the 
significance of the event? A great many of the 
plants have contracts only; some have contracts

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The Shipping Board has just announced another 


change in Its program. It proposes to build larger 
shipa than those now under construction. It is 
overhauling its administrative organization in some 
respects, while Congress is Investigating charges of 
mismanagement of what was to be the largest plant 
in the country. 


Full meaning will be given the shipping board 


flag when every plant in the country is producing 
ships at maximum capacity. 


NO COMPEOMISB. 


Mr. Henry Morgenthau, formerly American Am- 


bassador at Constantinople, has decided to tell 
what he learned about Germany during his stay 
in the Turkish capital. 
He observes that the 


American people "still require further evidence that 
Germany's offensive was not accidental manslaugh- 
ter, but that it was murder in the first degree— 
that it was premeditated." 


He begins his recital in the April number of The 


World's Work. The story is convincing through 
its obvious accuracy and constitutes another indict- 
ment of Prussian schemes of domination that can- 
not be answered to. the satisfaction of the civilized 
world except by the overthrow 'of the Prussian 
military hierarchy and the Pan Germanists. But 
of larger interest is the conclusions to which Mr. 
Moreenthau has been inevitably led by the infor- 
mation he has gained about Germany, Austria and 
Turkey. These he condenses into a statement of 
five fundamental facts, which needs no amplifica- 
tion here: 


"First: The Uerman plan of world conquest (weH- 


macht)—and I have the evidence that It existed—was to

principle of autocracy Is as Iniquitous as slavery, and must 
be abolished. 
If necessary, an entire generation, and 


most, If not all of our material wealth, must be plowed 
under to accomplish this. 


"Fourth- 
Even If Germany waa better prepared to | 


fight for autocracy than -we -were to fight for our cause,' 
we and our Allies have the ultimate power, the physical 
resources, and the strength of Justice to conquer. And 
we must realize that our duty Is not the negative duty of 
defense, but the positive duty of attacking and destroying 
tho spirit of autocracy wherever It oxters. There can be 
no compromise. Autocracy must bo annihilated immed 
i 


lately, completely and forever, and at whatever cost. Let, 
us v»ho have-tasted moro of the blessings of liberty than'1 


all others be foremost In tho last grand crusade to rid 
the world of liberty's arch enemy. 


"Fifth: 
This enemy. Autocracy, controls and is sus- 


tained by the German Army. Until that support is de- 
stroyed autocracy will continue Its aggression. 
There is 


no use mlnoing this matter. The German army must be 
completely defeated."

PROPER ALIGNMENT IS IMPORTANT 


WEAR OF^TIRES^ IS COMMON CAUSE 


The average motor car owner realizes hand brake on, the breakage of the dif- 


something of the vital importance of 
proper lubrication, but few of them un- 
derstand the equal necessity for similar 
perfection of alignment. If we could per- 
fect these two conditions, if the various 
parts of the mechanism always ran true 
and never touched, -the modern automo- 
bile would, never wear out. When a part 
is out of alignment, it is not running par- 
allel or in correct relation to the other 
parts. When the car first comes from 
the maker, all parts are correctly aligned, 
but a careless driver can very quickly de- 
etroy this condition by improper handling 
of the vehicle. 


One of the commonest cases of mis- 


alignment occurs in the front wheels and 
it is made manifest by excessive wear of 
the tires on those wheels. 
When the 


wheels are out of alignment, It is not dif- 
ficult to see that the/tires have a. drag- 
ging movement as well as the ordinary 
and proper rolling forward. 
This drag 


over the ground results in very rapid 
wear,, so much so that a. brand new cas- 
ing may be ruined in a few hundred 
miles' of travel.. .The alignment ,of. the- 
front. wheels'is effected by the steering 
system, the front' axle, the hearings and 
various other factors. The alignment, of 
the rear wheels will depend somewhat'on

must be good all the time and there 
must be- no leaks at the plugs or pet- 
cocks. In gasketlng the head, be sure 
to see that the gasket Itself Is perfectly 
clean and Is mounted on, clean surfaces. 
There must be no nicies or dents in 
metal or gasket.

USE OIL LIBERALLY. 


It must not be forgotten that th« vari- 


ous accessories ' and devices located on 
and driven by the engine, consume pow- 
er; in some cases as much as 6 per 
ce,nt of tne total. Add to this the In- 
evitable friction generated bl the vari- 
ous moving parts of the engine and we 
get a tidy total. .The car owner cannot, 
cut down the- consumption of power here, j 
but he can Iveep It at Its normal point!

'HAS JUAXY .TRICKS. 
These are only two of Villa's bag 


of tricks. Another favorite one is to 
Bend his men against the enemy, then 
have them retire In apparent disorder 
until they reach a canyon or other 
place easily "fortified by Villa. The 
pursuers «** led into this trap and 
th»y are subjected to a sweeping fire 
from -the 'rocks and are usually annl- 
hllated. This piece of native strategy 
was used against the federals at San 
Andres, Chihuahua; again at Kosarlo, 
Uurango, and at Pederanales, Chi- 
huahua. 
. -Vflla has frequently forced federal 
telegraph operators to send mislead- 
ing messages directing troop trains to 
proceed to a point where i trap was 
laid"- for them. This was done at La- 
gtina, Chihuahua,, and a paymaster- 
general and all of his guard killed. 
Villa always carries a telegraph op- 
erator with him to see that his orders 
•T6*'carried out and he is not tricked. 
He"has even called federal generals 
onT^the long distance telephone or 
sent them messages telling them to 
beware of Villa and claiming to be 
-local-federal commander in the dis- 
trict from which the messages were 
sent 
Because of these tricks, learned as 


a bandit in the mountains, Villa has 
become- the subject of many wild tales 
of adventure 
In northern Mexico, 


where he is credited with bearing a 
"charmed life.
